A. politicians one man was 
killed, two mortally wounded and sev- 
eral seriously wounded by stray bullets. 
The trouble arose over swearing in dep- 
uty marshals who attacked A. 3*. A, 
workers. 


The riot was the culmination of bitter 


feeling between Catholics and members 
of the A. !'. A., which had been mani- 
fested by act and words ever since the 
polh opened in the 
morning. Itiots 


took place at other points earlier in the 
day between the same opposing religious 
factions. This riot took place ou South- 
west boulevard, very dose to police sta- 
tion Xo. 3. Only an hour l>efore it was 
known John CJeolev, stonemason, was 
shot in the back and forehead by Wil- 
liam Henry Walker at the voting place. 
The row was over the A. I*. A., to which 
Geoley was violently opposed. 


It ia said that 
fifty constables ap- 


pointed through Catholic influence were 
many of them irresponsible characters 
aud wero solely the cause of all the 
trouble. It is claimed one of them fired 
the first shot. That one was Mike Cal- 
lahan, and he waa killed the nest mo- 
ment. Then tlie battle begun. Deputy 
constables at this pollinst booth and 
workers of all political factions crowded 
together in u solid mass, about 100 
strong, and 
everyone seemed to be.

SAN FRANCISCO'S REGIMENT 


Of Commonweaiers on the Move. 


Camped in Oakland Tonight. . 


SAN- FRAN-CISCO, April 3.— The San 


Francisco contribution to the common- 
weal army, numbering 350 men, left the 
cltv todav on the ferry for Oakland. 
Thence it is their intention to proceed 
to Washington. At Sacramento they 
will be joined by 100 more unemployed, 
who are now in "camp there awaiting the 
arrival of the San Francisco regiment. 
Earlv this morning recruits who for sev- 
eral weeks have been marching about 
the city soliciting provisions for their 
contemplated journey, begau to assem- 
ble at their rendezvous. .Mayor Ellert 
had contributed $25 to pay tt:eir way to 
Oakland, and two' bands had volun- 
teered to escort them to the ferry. At 2 
o'clock the order to inarch was given by 
Colonel Baker, who is their leader, and 
the start was made. The men marched 
quietly and in order. On the way to 
the ferry $15 was received by them from 
people on the street. The mayor was 
at the landing tj wish the men good- 
bye. The army will camp tonight in 
Oakland.

An Average Yield of Grain in Many 


Counties* 


SAX FKASCISCO, April 3.— Reports to 


the Aiisociateil Press from ftll prim-ipa 
grain producing counties of California 
tire that the outlook is excellent for 
wheat and barley in alt counties except 
in part of the section west of the San 
Joaquin river, and except the southern 
counties. In those localities 
lack of 


rain has been severely felt, and growing 
•rain is in places much damaged. The 
bulk of the output, however, is raised 
m t te remaining counties, which report 
that rain ia needed, but that so far no 
damage has been done. On the whole, 
unless new adverse incidents intervene 
i>efore harvest, the wheat yield will be 
:ully up to the average, while the bar- 
ey output will not be more than aver- 
age, perhaps less.

The mob, joined by 2000 men from New 
Haven, armed with guns, iron bars,

Indian Troubles Exaggerated. 
CHICAGO, April 4.—Colouel Purling- 


ton, commander at Fort Reno, tele- 
graphs that the reported Indian trou- 
bles in Oklahoma are greatly exagger- 
ated. Chief Bill, a Cheyenne Indian, 
quarrelled with two white men over a 
pony. Chief Bill was shot and mortally 
wounded by one of the men, and in 
turn shot and killed one man and 
wounded another. Other Indians are 
quiet.

hours later than that received by the 
military about the Indian troubles has 
arrived here. William Delejerndise, a 
trader, cuuie in today from the scene of 
the conflict to purchase ammunition for 
settlers.

Qne hundred 
and fifty Indians are on the war path 
under the leadership of Red Moon. All 
are armed with Winchesters. Opposed 
to them are 175 armed settlers. Other 
Indians are joining Red Moon.

man moro than 3 feet high was nnearth- 
ed at the same spot under tho direction 
of an English archaeologist.

ia a cave recently uncovered several 
Blabs of stono which seemed to form a 
part of a dolmen. The earth contained 
many bones of animals, broken evi- 
dently, for the extraction of the mar- 
row, nnd there wero indications of firo 
closo by. 
Several small, pierced shells 


which onco formed a chaplet and a 
row of stag's teeth wero near at hand. 


The skeleton of a man, 0 feet 2 inches 


in height waa lying on its back. Tho 
legs wero crossed below tho knee. Tho 
right arm was extended and bent back- 
ward toward tho head. Tho hand was 
clinched. Tbe left band waa placed 
under tho bead. The same position has 
been frequently observed in early neo- 
lithic burials. A fine crystal of carbon- 
ate of lime beaidn tho skeleton waa prob- 
ably a talisman. Farther eicavations 
in tho cavern revealed innumerable 
bones of animals, notably a finu verte- 
bras of n mammoth. Still another find 
4s a flint implement, which appears to 
be of palaeolithic ago,—Paria Letter.

Thus 
i solution of salt requires a lower tem- 
perature to become Frozen than fresh 
ivater does, ami it is well known that 
sugar sirup can hardly be frozen at any 
ordinary temperature. Further, the ten- 
iioii under which liquids are held has an 
effect in the same way. A light tension 
makes freezing easier, while a high one 
retards the congelation. 


Now, all these facts have a bearing in 


ihocaseof oranges aud other fruits, as 


1 as the sap of trees. "Watery sap of 


very succulent plants free2es much more 
easily than tho sweet and dense sap of 
tlio maple or tho hickory. Some buds 
will resist freezing quite stubbornly at a 
very low temperature, and the resinous 
covering of the bud scales of trees, as 
those of the horse chestnut, esert a great 
•eaistanco to freezing. 


Tho sap or juice of the orange contains 


a larfje quantity of citric acid in solu- 
tion, and a low temperature is required 
to congeal such a solution. It also con- 
tains considerable sugar, und this tends 
to resist cold. The sap or juice, which 
exists iu this Fruit in the proportion of 
!8 per cent in the orange, is under con- 
siderable tension, ami this exerts some 
resistance to freezing, and finally the 
sap is not exposed to evaporation be- 
cause of its tight covering by which it is 
protected. 


Thus an orange must be exposed to a 


Sower teinrevainre than the ordinary 
freezing point of water before it will 
freeze. The s-itiM- applies to other fruits, 
as apples ami vegetable;: and potatoes, to 
gome fitt'iit.—Pomona (Cal.) Progress. 


I it trod notion of Luvclopc*. 


Tlio late Henry I,. Lipninn of Phila- 


delphia gives this interesting statement 
regarding the early tise of envelopes in 
this country: "About 1842 ungnmmed en- 
velopes made their lin-t appearance as a 
new importation from Fr.-ntre, and I was 
the first to begin their manufacture in 
this country. Shortly afterward I im- 
proved them by adding gum to the flaps, 
iiml the gummed unvulopes I made were 
the first which had been sewi anywhere, 
and the Grst envelopes of any land nsed 
by the United States government were 
made by inc. The demand at first waa 
very small. Euvelojies were as difficult, 
to introduce as any new invention or im- 
provement is ut the present time, and 
they wevo considered only as a tempo- 
rary fud which would goon go out of 
fashion again. Tliat is the reason I did 
not patent or push them very hard, espe- 
cially as I hud ii good trade in seals and 
sealing wax nnd feared that envelopes 
would interfere with them. At first 
they were only used for business pur- 
poses, ami it "as some time before they 
were employed in social correspondence, 
as a person was considered lacking in re- 
spect to a friend when he had to lick the 
gum 011 the envelop** snnt him. I also 
made the first mucilage known in the 
United States, and when postage stamp! 
were introduced tho contractor bad to 
come to mo to learn how the gum was 
made, and i gavo him the information 
gratis." 


Ho Could Not Hear tlio Drops. 


"I saw an amusing experiment," said 


Henry Waller of Omaha. "Some one 
stated that no man could stand a quart 
of water dropped on to his hand, drop 
by drop, from a height of two or three 
feet. A bystander bet $£0 to $1 that he 
could, and the wager was accepted. In 
less than a minute there was a blister on 
the man's baud and in less than threo 
minutes his face gave evidence of intense 
suffering. 
Beforo a pint had been drop 


ped ho gave up exhausted and described 
the sensation as the most terrible one he 
had ever experienced. Tho man who 
pocketed the $20 ofh-red to give odds of 
10 to I that no one conld stand a pint of 
water dropped on his> head drop by drop.

Another Sensatiou in the 


Heath Case. 


MRS. 
FEATHEKSTON TESTIFIES 


She Says a Suspicious Conference 


Was Held at Judge Harris' 


House. 


The trial of the Heath case took on a 


more sensational form yesterday than at 
any time during the progress of the 
case. 


The prosecution was 
offering evi- 


dence in rebuttal of a number of mat- 
ters introduced by the defense and con- 
tradicting tlie testimony given by a 
number of witnesses on material and 
various points. 


As was indicated by the work of the 


previous day, the testimony of K. J. 
Boland waa the target aimed at by a 
number of witnesses who disputed his 
statements in positive terms. 


However the climax was reached when 


Mr*. Martha E. Featherston not only 
contradieled t he evidence of Judge M. K. 
Harris, but at the same time set forth 
that there was a meeting of not loss 
than five persons held at Judge Harris' 
residence \vithin a half hour after the 
murder. 


The prosecution ia reticent with regard 


to what is to follow this evidence of a 
conspiracy, whi-e the defense say that 
the witness is mistaken as to the date, 
and has converted an ordinary event 
which occurred at another time into 
sensational evidence that will be met on 
the rebutlal of Ihe defense.

From these silly queries, and also 


from an Expositor editorial in its issue 
this evening, under the caption, "The 
Parity of Gold and Silver," it is seen 
tbat the Exrxjsitor did not comprehend 
the very plain explanation whicn I gave 
it, in order that i!- micht know what 
money realiy is. Therefore, before giv- 
ing categorical answers to these ques- 
tions, I ffJU once more take the trouble 
to explain to the Expositor this ijues 
t.on: "What is money?" Opon thii 
question the United States monetary 
commission truly says: 


"iloney is the great instrument of as 


sociaiiou,"the veiy fiber.of social organ- 
JHUij the vitalizing forcfe of Industry, and 
ae etseJitial to its"exibtence as oxygen is 
to animal life. Without money civiliza- 
tion would not have had a beginning; 
with u diminishing supply (like now) it 
must languish and unless relieved finally 
perish." 


Many nations have perished from this 


cause in the past. Money is u public 
necessity, created by law (the people 
collectively) for.the use of individual 
members oi the community as a medium 
of exchange. It is made a legal tender 
to enable us to fulfill our coniracts, pay 
our debts, etc. H is the tool of trade 
just aa much as c plow is the too! of tbc 
farmer, or.the saw and hammer the too: 
of the mechanic. Without it trade, be- 
yond the barter cvstem, would he im- 
practicable. It is the life blood of com- 
merce—just as well expect a healthy 
body physically with a deficient flow o 
blood iis'to e-puct a healthy commun 
ity, financially, with a deikitnt flow o 
this life blood of commerce. 


Money is a representative of 


made- utressary by the progress of civili- 
zation. Itiaa unit, not a measure of 
value. The government could not well 
measure value for individuals; it can 
provide a unit of value for factlit-tiug 
exchange* of value, but each individual 
miiH fur himself measure the value of 
that which he tushes to sell as well as 
that which he wishes to buy. For in- 
statire, one man has a horee to sell; tie 
measures its value «t $150. Another 
man wants to purchase that horae, but 
hie measure of value for this particular 
liorat- ia $ia5.

:anyon below, by means of steel cables, 
.ind lowering them down on the other 
bide of the lull to the mill. The com- 
jany has a larger hoist in use at the up- 
ier mill. 


Heretofore all the 
machinery and 


supplies for the sawmills have been un- 
oaded from the cars at Monson, und 
Veighted from there by team to the 
mills, via Camp Badger. But the com- 
jlution of a bctier and shorter wagon 
•oad from Sanger to the mil In, at an ex- 
jensc of $20,000, has turned the moun- 
-iin trade into Fresno i»unty, and Han- 
ger is now the railroad terminal point 
ind base of supplies for the Kings river 
timber belt. 


The K. R. R. Company has awarded a 


contract to Charles Campbell for the 
muling of freight to the mills, and a 
number of big eight-horse teams will be 
kept busy all summer. A force of men 
are at work on the mountain roads re- 
pairing the washouts, and in a few 
weeks tbey will be in proper shape for 
travel. 


The Sequoia mills will be started up 


about May 1st with a force of 500 men, 
and both mills run niehttind day. Last 
year they cut 19,000,000 feet of lumber 
at these two mills; this year they ex- 
pect to run out 27,000,000 feet. 


Lindsey Brothers will put on a daily 


line of stages between Ranger and the 


ia mills aa soon as tbey are ready 


to commence operations.

Mr. Bishop, who was assistant to the

Jesse Morrow, forty-two years a resi 


dent of Fresno county, testified tliatf he

street in Belmont addition, about 4 
o'clock Sunday afternoon, and tbat he 
met tand Uilkea with a lady, and about 
a half-hour afterwards went down Bel- 
mtint towards Blackstone, avenue. 


He wfcs questioned about the story 


told by Heath aa coming from Morrow, 
to Bigelow and S til well in San Francisco, 
on the strength of which Stiwell came 
to Fresno in January, 1893, and stated 
that he had mentioned the matter to 
Heath in the Lick house as stated by 
liim. 


F. W. PoIIey testified with a vanish- 


ing voice that woe faligning. He had 
l)een jointly indicted with Heath for the 
murder of McWhirter; the indictment 
had been dismissed by tbe district at- 
torney without trial. 


He was drunk Saturday night, August 


27,1892, and slept nest day in a corral 
near tbe C-street school house and came 
over to town Sunday evening; saw Mac- 
Farlane and a man named (Jronin. He 
stated tbat there was nothing at tbe 
time to impress the matter on hia mind, 
and he could not tell where he went 
that night, except tbat he was not out 
in the residence part of town. Mr. 
Johnson plied him with a long hat of 
questions, to which hia answer waa, "I 
couldn't say." 


He said he waa not arrested until 


February 12,1892. The day of the mur- 
der McFarlane, Gronin and himself went 
to ft vineyard near Malaga to work. His 
evidence'was a repetition of that given 
at tbe former trial. 


Mrs. Kate Bradley testified that she 


waa the wife of A. M. Bradley, who tes- 
tified to seeing a lleeing buggy with two 
men in it going south shortly after the 
fatal shots were fired, he being out on 
the porch. Witness stated that she docs 
not now live with Bradley. On the 
night of the murder she was awake, 
heard tbe shots; did not count them, 
and that witness Bradley waa in bed 
asleep at the time.

Captain H. J. Burns, deputy United 


States marshal for the Northern dis- 
trict, testified that he had been familiar 
with the use of firearms since 18'J3; had 
been one of the National rifle team, and 
is an expert pistol shot; produced sam- 
ples of cloth fired on under similar con- 
ditions to those adopted by 1'rofesaor 
Price, using some ribs of bacon for a 
background. His results varied from 
thoie secured by Professor Price. He 
stated that he conducted the experi- 
ments before the court a:id jury in the 
insurance case in San Francisco re- 
cently, and that the nearest shot was at 
a distance of six incnee on which cotton 
cloth ignited. He had made other ex- 
periments at Shell Mound since then.

stages of the peaches, when they were 
near the she of full ripe cherries, and 
even up to that date there have been 
heavy frosts and still a heavy crop fol- 
lowed.
